CRASH TECHNIQUE. 


Cofmmander Carr has a splendid 
organization for the crashes that 
occur now and then among the 
young fliers in training. 

Each doctor heads a “burn 
team,” consisting of a nurse and 
pharmacist mate. There is a crash 
room for reception of patients at 
the back of the hospital. 

When there is a crash, a gong 
rings loudly in the commander's 
office. The “burn team” on duty 
proceeds to the crash room. The 
wailing of an ambulance has pre- 
ceded them. 

With alacrity and dispatch, the 
injured are brought to the crash 
room where they are treated for 
either burns or fractures or contu- 
sions. They suffer very little. In 
the case of a burn there is no pain 
after treatment. 

The burn teams are of champion- 
ship caliber. They take care of a 
situation in remarkably little time. 

I learned from Chief Pharmacist 
R. R. Borders that there have been 
373 hospital cases since the Navy 
hospital—it is called a dispensary 
—has been in operation, beginning 
June 10. And this is not one- 
third of cases treated. It has been 
a busy place. 

EYE, EAR, NOSE. 

There is an eye, ear and nose 
room in the hospital. Commander 
Carr has to keep ’em flying. He 
catches the dickens if he doesn’t. 
Colds ground fliers because height 
exaggerates the congestion, and so 
every effort is made to keep the 
boys free of them. 

Most of the patients come from 
the base and from the Tech Navy 
V-12 and Dental College groups. 
Now and then a boy, ill with some 
tropical fever, is brought in from 
foreign duty for treatment. 

It is a permanent hospital but 
the nurses never know when they 
may be called for sea duty. All 
are ready and eager to go where

STOCKHOLM, Oct. 2.—(4)— 
The Germans have launched a 
purge of Denmark’s 6,000 Jews, 
they announced officially in Ber- 
lin and Copenhagen today, open- 
ing a Gestapo-storm troop reign 
of terror which prompted Sweden 
to intercede quickly tonight with 
an offer of haven for the victims 
and a warning for the Nazi op- 
pressors. 

The Swedish government an- 
nounced formally that it had ask- 
ed Germany to permit Danish 
Jews to come to Sweden, but a 
Swedish spokesman said _ there 
were strong rumors that the Ger- 
mans already had begun to deport 
the Jews to Germany and Poland. 

German officials announced 
that the Jews were being “re- 
moved from public life” in Den- 
mark. Widespread arrests, made 
only after storm troop and Ges- 
tapo reinforcements had been 
sent into Denmark, were begun 
on the night of September 30 and 
early yesterday morning, coincid- 
ing with the Jewish holidays. 

Raids Continue. 

The raids were reported to have 
continued through yesterday. 

The Swedish minister to Berlin, 
the Swedish government’s an- 
nouncement said tonight, formally 
offered refuge for Danish Jews, 
at the same time telling Nazi of- 
ficials that the purge would have 
what he described as “serious- 
repercussions” in Sweden. 

A foreign office spokesman in 
announcing the Swedish offer said 
he was not prepared to comment 
on the nature of the repercussions. 

So far, he said, Berlin has failed 
to reply to the offer. 

The Swedish government is 
providing care for Jewish refu- 
gees who already have fled to 
Sweden. Three hundred reached 
Sweden yesterday.

establishing a record length of 
more than a month, Danish re- 
sistance to the Germans appeared 
to be hardening instead of slack- 
ening. 

Today’s German announcement 
of the purge said that Danish sol- 
diers interned during the period 
of open revolt against the Nazis 
in late August would be released 
soon. Danish sources here said 
that Prince Viggo, nephew, of 
King Christian and an active of- 
ficer in the Hussars, is the only 
member of the royal family still 
interned. 

Nazi Announcement. 

Today’s German announcement 
issued in Copenhagen said: 

“Interned Danish soldiers will 
be released within a few days by 
order of competent German quar- 
ters. An official German state- 
ment Saturday emphasized that it 
is now possible to fulfill the wish 
of the Danish population for the 
friends of the interned soldiers, 
because elements have been re- 
moved which continually poisoned 
the atmosphere. 

“The speed of the release de- 
pends upon technical conditions. 
The German measures mentioned 
in the statement refer to Jews 
who are accused of having con- 
siderably accentuated the situa- 
tion in Denmark by their anti- 
German agitation and their moral 
and material support of terror and 
sabotage actions. By the German 
measures they will be deprived of 
the possibility of further affecting 
the public life.” 

The German announcement 
failed to make clear whether the 
Jews were being interned in Den- 
mark, Germany or Poland, or 
whether they were being deport- 
ed to eastern Europe to work on 
German fortifications and roads— 
the possibilities regarded here as 
most likely.

McClellan told a reporter he be- 
lieves the senate ought to have 
an opportunity to express its sen- 
timent* on the foreign policy dec- 
laration passed by the house 360 
to 29 on September 21. 

“Of all of the resolutions intro- 
duced on the subject,” McClellan 
declared, “I think it is the sim- 
plest, most direct and safest in its 
limitations. It lays the corner- 
stone for a definite, proper and 
wise foreign policy, leaving de- 
tails to be worked out.” 

The resolution would put con- 
gress on record as favoring Ameri- 
can participation in “appropriate 
international machinery” with 
power to preserve the peace. 


Reluctance Noted. 


There has been some reluctance 
noted on prompting debate on in- 
ternational issues ‘at this time, 
when important Russian-British- 
American talks are nearing. 

In this connection, Representa- 
tive Fulbright, Democrat, Arkan- 
sas, declared today that the “pros- 
pect of intemperate debate by a 
small minority of senators” is no 
justification for “evading” action 
now. Continued senate delay, he 
said, merely would “play into the 
hands of those few intemperate 
senators.” 

In an interview, he expressed 
pleasure that Chafrman Connally, 
Democrat, Texas, of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee, “has 
decided to proceed immediately 
with the drafting of a resolution.” 
He mentioned “a resolution” rath- 
er than referring directly to his 
own. 

Measure Stowed Away. 


Stowing the Fulbright measure 
away in a pigeonhole, a subcom- 
mittee voted Wednesday to write 
its own version of a foreign policy 
statement and the preliminary 
draft was completed last night by 
Connally and others. It was de- 
scribed as “stronger” and more 
definite in its terms than the Ful- 
bright proposal. 

In calling for action now, Ful- 
bright said “the vote in the house 
and the practically unanimous ap- 
proval of that action by the press 
and the people of this nation dem- 
onstrate the presence of a strong 
impulse for co-operative action for 
peace that must not be thwarted.”

Ickes Sees Shortage 
Of Smokeless Coal 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 2.—(P)— 
Production of smokeless-type bi- 
tuminous coal will not be ade- 
quate to supply householders who 
normally depend on this grade 
of winter fuel, Secretary of the 
Interior Ickes said today. 

Ickes, solid fuels administrator, 
ordered 38,250 tons of low-vola- 
tile (smokeless) coal, in addition 
to normal shipments, moved into 
the Detroit area during October 
to help a situation occasioned by 
war-expanded population: But he 
warned that domestic consumers 
of smokeless bituminous every- 
where must plan now to burn 
high-volatile coals. 

The low-volatile coal is neces- 
sary in making steel, Ickes ex- 
plained. Stocks of this coal will 
not supply the. steel mills and 
domestic users, and the steel mills 
/must have — Ickes said. 


War Costs in 3 Months 
Top 20 Billion Dollars 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 2.—(P)— 
War activities cost the United 
States government $20,616,147,399 
during the past three months, as 
compared with $14,766,329,682 
spent during the same period last 
year, the Treasury said today. 

The Treasury statement for the 
first quarter of the fiscal year 
showed that War Department ex- 
penditures amounted to $12,078,- 
635,025. The Navy spent $5,843.,- 
757,197 and the Maritime Commis- 
sion, $1,045,996,880. Remaining ex- 
penditures were distributed 
through various other government 
agencies. 

Last month’s war activity ex- 
penditures of $6,952,343,935 were 
below the August total of $7,232,-

The Germans announced last 
December they had sunk the Ce- 
ramic with a submarine torpedo 
in heavy seas and claimed to have 
picked up one survivor at the 
time. A person representing him- 
self as the survivor later broad- 
cast over the German radio a ver- 
sion of his rescue by a Nazi U- 
boat. 

According to the German ver- 
sion, the Ceramic sank quickly 
during a gale and lifeboats could 
not be launched. 

The passenger list included 
many South African and Austral- 
ian families which were complete- 
ly wiped out. 

The German announcement had 
said the ship was carrying troops 
to North Africa. 

The Ceramic, owned by Shaw, 
Savill & Albion Company, had its 
home port at Southampton, Eng- 
land. It was built in 1913 at Bel- 
fast and was 655 feet long. It nor- 
mally ran between Australia and 
England. 

The ship battled a submarine in 
the South Atlantic in 1942 and 
was said to have probably sunk 
the submarine. She had left. Liv- 
erpool carrying 360 passengers to 
South Africa, but turned in at Rio 
de Janeiro with fuel and stores 
exhausted after that U-boat en- 
counter.

At Rebuilding 


Naples Begins 


NAPLES, Italy, Oct. 2.—(4)— 
The reconstruction of Naples was 
set in motion today by American 
and British engineers less than 12 
hours after the first Allied patrols 
entered the stricken City and food, 


medical supplies and water al- 
ready were arriving in huge truck 
convoys. 

A few German snipers still re- 
main, but except for occasional ex- 
changes of shots the first night 
passed without incident. One lone 
German marine surrendered. 

Allied patrols, with the assist- 
ance of the Italian carabinieri, 
were combing the city for German 
stragglers. 

Explosions’ still were occurring 
in the harbor district, but whether 
they were from mines or fires was 
not known. 

The Allied military government 
followed troops into Naples yester- 
day afternoon, found offices and 
went into operation immediately, 
with the result that there was lit- 
tle disorder and the machinery for 
distribution of much-needed sup- 
plies was quickly organized. 

Army engineers requisitioned all 
available transportation facilities, 
recruited labor and began work 
this morning repairing the damag- 
ed water system. 

The people say they have been 
waterless for two months, using 
sea water for bathing and carrying 
small amounts of fresh water in 
pitchers and pails for drinking and 
cooking. 

Water, as the chief problem, was 
exceeded only by the need for 
medical supplies, all of which were 
exhausted or taken by the Ger- 
mans. The AMG officer for the 
Naples area said there are no epi- 
demics, although large numbers of 
children are suffering from mal- 
nutrition. 

A large supply of food and medi- 
cal supplies are en route to Naples 
from a port further south. 

The official said a great number 
of important buildings in the city 
had been mined or rigged with 
delayed action bombs and that 
sappers were hunting them as rap- 
idly as possible.

While she went into an adjoining 
room to make a phone call, the 
dog began to bark, and she told 
Heinz not to bother when he 
started to investigate. A little later 
she heard her husband cry out, 
and rushing into the room, she 
saw him grappling with a Negro 
in a white mask. She raced out 
to get her gun, and while she 
was gone, heard shots. When she 
returned her husband was sitting 
wounded on the sofa, and the at- 
tacker had vanished. She then 
summoned Dr. Vann, who was 
coming to her aid when he was 
shot.

Police clues include a smudge of 
black on the window the prowler 
entered, indicating a possibility 
that the man might have been a 
white man blacked-up like a Ne- 
gro; several fingerprints, as yet un- 
identified, on the window; the bat- 
tered works of a wrist watch; a 
shirt button, and three badly 
mashed bullets found in the Heinz 
home.

Of War Bonds 


Still Increase 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 2.—(#/)— 
September War Bond redemptions 
were the highest in any month but 

'Treasury officials described the 
over-all bond picture today as 
“very healthy.” 

September redemptions aggre- 
gated $155,278,476, the September 
30 daily statement showed. Sales 
for the month totaled $1,926,000,- 
000. August redemptions, the pre- 
vious high, were $152,000,000, but 
sales of $802,000,000 were less 
than half those of Septembér, 
which were spurred by the third 
war loan. 

The percentage of redemptions 
to sales thus fell from 19 per cent 
in August to less than 9 per cent 
in September. While the rate may 
increase this month as sales de- 
cline in the wake of the Third 
Loan campaign, Ted Gamble, na- 
tional director of the Treasury’s 
War Finance Division, said offi- 
‘cials consider the redemptions 
“negligible.” 

He said that approximately 95 

nts of every dollar invested in 
Defense and War Bonds since they 
first were issued in May, 1941, re- 
main in the investments. 

For the first quarter of this fis- 
cal year, ended September 30, re- 
demptions amounted to $445,565,- 
690. This compares with $91,925,- 
316 during the same three months 
of last year.

LONDON, Oct. 2.—(AP)—Soviet divisions routed the 
Germans from 320 more towns and hamlets in White Russia 
today and pushed them back to the last few miles of dunes 
and marshes in the Caucasus, while the Germans reported 
renewal of a mighty Russian thrust in the south Ukraine 


aimed at clearing the Crimea. 


In the White Russian fighting 
Moscow said the Red Army ad- 
vanced up to seven miles toward 
Mogilev, where it last was report- 
ed some 29 miles to the east at the 
Pronya river. Anine-mile advance 
also was reported in the assault 
on Gomel, south of Mogilev. 

The Moscow daily communique, 
mentioning the fighting on the 
German Kuban bridgehead into 


a the Caucasus for the first time in 
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several days, said three strongly 
fortified defense points were cap- 
tured as the Germans fell back to- 
ward the Kerch strait escape route 
into the Crimea. The communi- 
que was recorded by the Soviet 
monitor. 

A Berlin broadcast reported 
fresh Russian attacks in the Ku- 
ban area “as well as enveloping 
attempts undertaken from the 
sea,” which it said were defeated. 

Ukraine Drive. 

Only the Germans mentioned 
what appeared to be one of the 
most powerful Soviet drives on 
the Russian front in several weeks 
—that in the south Ukraine. The 
Germans claimed on Friday they 
had defeated a five-day push by 
15 Soviet divisions on a 70-mile 
front around Zaporozhe, where 
the Dnieper river bends far to the 
east in the southern Ukraine. 

Later Berlin broadcasts admit- 
ted the Russians took to the at- 
tack again early Saturday morn- 
ing with three armies, or about 12 
divisions, plus special troops, tank 
formations and motorized units. 

“A fresh and particularly mas- 
sive enemy assault was opéned 
Saturday morning, according to 
the latest dispatches from the 
front,” said the broadcast, record- 
ed by the Associated Press. “The 
new attack was prepared by artil- 


was heralded by a massed offen- 
sive of battleplanes and bombers. 
In the hope of having thus sof- 
tened up German lines, the enemy 
then proceeded to put his tanks 
and motorized special formations 
into action.” 
Say It Failed. 

The Germans then went on to 
contend that in the ensuing vio- 
lent fighting the Russian attacks 
were repulsed and the attempted 
break-through failed. 

The broadcast made clear that 
the Germans believed the Rus- 
sians were aiming not. only to con- 
quer the lower reaches of the 
Dnieper, but were pointing toward 
a drive to cut off the entire Cri- 


mean peninsula and the German 
armies in it.

Hard-Hitting Ship Identified As New U. S. S. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 2.—(/)— 
The famous “battleship” which 
shot down 32 planes in one en- 
gagement and then sank three 
Japanese cruisers, was identified 
today by the Navy as the U. S. S. 
South Dakota. 

Under command of Captain 
Thomas L. Gatch—now Rear Ad- 
miral Gatch, judge advocate gen- 
eral of the Navy—the South Da- 
kota made her big score the night 
of November 10 off the point of 
Savo island in the Solomons. 


She was prowling in search of 


enemy shipping when the three 
cruisers came into sight. The 
first salvo from the South Dakota 
set ablaze one of the cruisers. Be- 
fore the otwer enemy warships 
could get within range, the South 
Dakota had sunk them all. FEar- 
lier she had slugged her way 
through a heavy air attack, shoot- 
ing down 32 planes. 
Kept Secret. 

The Navy said the battleship’s 

identity had been kept a secret 


for nearly a year because she was | 
the ‘irst ship of a new class bear. 
ing new armament and with | 
greatly increased fire power. To. 
have identified her as the South 
Dakota, the Navy said, would have | 
given the enemy valuable infor- 
mation on the new class. 

The South Dakota sister ships 
in the hard slugging class are the 
U. S. S. Massachusetts,, U. S. S. 


Indiana, and U.S. S. Alabama.

Describing the surface engage- 
ment, Gatch said the Japanese 
thought they had set a trap for

Georgia Man

Canadian Army 


With two “pips” shining from 
each shoulder, Lieutenant Ernest 
Palmour Jr., who enlisted in the 
Canadian Army in January, 1942, 
is home in Georgia for the first 
time since a short two-day visit 
over a year ago. 

“It’s good to be back,” the lieu- 
tenant—leftenant in strict British 
military journals—said while he 
twirled the ever-present British of- 
ficer’s stick. “Since I’ve left 
Georgia, I’ve hit 50 below weather 
in Labrador, and completed an of- 
ficer’s training course at Brock- 
ville, Ontario.” 

Palmour, who is from Gaines- 
ville, joined the Canadian Army 
when he was unable to enlist in 
any branch of the United States 
Army “except the paratroopers, 
and I was too old to get in that.” 

“I spent eight months in Labra- 
dor,” Palmour said, “from July, 
1942, to March of this year. 
Sometime the weather was way 
below zero, so I didn’t get out 
any more than possible.” 

Palmour returned to Canada to 
attend the officer’s training school 
and was commissioned a second 
lieutenant in the Royal Canadian 
artillery in July. 

“When I entered the Army, |! 
was a private, but later was pro- 
moted to ‘bombardier,’ which cor- 
responds with the American cor- 
poral, and then to sergeant,” the 
Georgian added. 

The “pips,” Palmour explained, 
are the British equivalent of of- 
ficers’ bars in this country. Al- 
though the Canadians are as Eng- 
lish as Canadians can be, the 
Army still sticks to the American 
term for lieutenant.

Italian King 


Asks Support 
Of Allied Drive 


LONDON, Oct. 2.—(#)—King 
Vittorio Emanuele tonight de- 
nounced the Germans as an “in- 
humane enemy,” condemned the 
“illegitimate shadow government” 
of Benito Mussolini and appealed 
to the Italian people to rally to 
Premier Marshal Pietro Badoglio, 
“the interpreter of my will.” 


In the first direct appeal to the 
Italian people since the establish- 
ment of Mussolini’s “Fascist re- 
public” the King, broadcasting 
from Bari, declared ‘‘The father- 
land’s soil mus be freed as soon 
as possible from a secular enemy 
who has been unable to conceal 
his natural instinct of oppression 
and hatred.” 

Hinting at a possible Italian dec- 
laration of war against Germany, 
the King said Italian troops, the 
air force and navy had taken up 
the fight against the Germans 
“with renewed enthusiasm.” 


The broadcast was recorded by 
the Ministry of Information. 


At the time Badoglio, in a press 
interview reported by the United 
Nations radio at Algiers and re- 
corded by United States govern- 
ment monitors, voiced “satisfac- 
tion” over the Allied capture of 
Naples and said he was happy “to 
see Italy and her traditional 
friends marching side by side in 
the right direction.” The broad- 
cast added that Badoglio said po- 
litical participation would be ex- 
tended “over a wide basis” when 
the Italian government is re-estab- 
lished in Rome. 

The King declared that “our 
navy, after proof of the conscien- 
tious loyalty and discipline requir- 
ed by the armistice, is again sail- 
ing the seas of the fatherland, with 
the Tricolor flying as high as 
ever.” 

He explained at the outset of his 
broadcast that he had come to a 
“free part” of Italy with his son 
(Prince Umberto) and the govern- 
ment “in the hope of preventing 
more serious damage to Rome... 
the intangible capital of the fa- 
therland.”’ 

Bern, Switzerland, dispatches 
told, meanwhile, of the first Rome- 
dated Swiss telegraphic agency re- 
port since the occupation of the 
capital, which asserted that Musso- 
lini’s proclamation of a Fascist re- 
public had provoked little sympa- 
thy and said the working people 
were more concerned with eco- 
nomic than ok meant prises 


Episcopalians 
Get Canterbury 
Postwar Plea 


CLEVELAND, Oct. 2.—4)— 
Proposing close co-operation be- 
tween English and American 
churches in postwar social recon- 
struction, the Archbishop of Can- 
terbury, head of the Church of 
England, sent greetings today to 
opening sessions of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church of America’s 
54th triennial general convention. 

Unable to attend the conclave 
because of an English law prevent- 
ing his leaving the country during 
war, the archbishop said he would 
appoint an Anglican church com- 
mittee to collaborate with an Epis- 
copalian commission. 

Organization sessions of the 
Episcopal house of bishops and the 
house of clerical and lay deputies 
opened the 10-day legislative meet- 
ing. The Rev. Phillips E. Osgood, 
of Boston, was elected president 
of the house of deputies, succeed- 
ing the Rt. Rev. Zebarney T. Phil- 
lips, U. S. senate chaplain, who 
died recently. 

The house of bishops re-elected 
the Rt. Rev. Henry Knox Sherrill, 
of Boston, bishop of Massachusetts 
and chairman of the Army-Navy 
chaplains’ commission, as_ vice 
chairman, and selected the Rev. 
John H. Fitzgerald, of New York, 
as secretary. 

The Rt. Rev. Henry St. George 
Tucker, presiding bishop, is chair- 
man of the convention by virtue 
of his office. Bishop Sherrill and 
Mr. Osgood were named for three- 
year terms. 

First major resolution intro- 
diced in the house of bishops de- 
nounced present immigration laws 
as discriminating against Chinese, 
and demanded revision of the laws 
by congress. The resolution was 
referred to committee for consid- 
eration. 

A resolution was adopted ta- 
bling proposed revisions of the 
church’s communion procedure 
and a third authorized sending a 
message of encouragement to the 
Australian Anglican church. 

Bishop John S. Moyes, of Armi- 
dale, Australia, spoke briefly be- 
fore the house, lauding General 
Douglas MacArthur, “a member 
of your church,” for protecting the 
Australian continent from inva- 
sion,

MOULTRIE, Ga., Oct. 2.—Mar- 
keting of Georgia’s peanut crop, 
which is expected to bring at least 
$70,000,000 this year, has been 
started on a big scale, buyers in 
this belt declared today. 

In Moultrie, Elkin G. Taylor, of 
Taylor. Oil Mills, and B. C. Ray, 
of the Georgia Peanut Company, 
said their firms are now paying 
out $125,000 a day for peanuts. 
Both companies have buyers at 
other _oints and their purchases 


will be shipped here. Receipts at 
the local plants are totaling at 
least 500 tons a day. 

Taylor and Ray describe this 
year’s peanut crop as “the best 
we have seen since we have been 
in the business.” The average 
price is running around $46 a ton, 
although the top maximum price 
is only $150 a ton. 

Peanut men estimate that not 
more than 15 per cent of the crop, 
which have been stacked for some 
time, has been threshed. There 
were not enough machines in this 
territory to take care of the vastly 
increased acreage brought about 
by the government’s request for 
increased production.

1944. Farm Production Goal 


Set by WEA To Use All Land 


By OVID A. MARTIN. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 2.—(P)— 


creasing, the War Food Adminis- 
tration has set 1944 farm produc- 
tion goals which call for use of 
every crop acre and every farm- 
ing facility in the country. 

Given average growing condi- 
tions, the proposed plantings would 
provide the nation with a harvest 
considerably greater than the rec- 
ord output of food expected this 
year. 

The goals wi!! be laid before 
congress on Wednesday, and be- 
fore state agricultural war boards 
at meetings to be held this month. 
The first state meetings will open 
tomorrow at Denver, Col.; Man- 
hattan, Kan.; Baton Rouge, La.; 
Jackson, Miss.; Columbus, Ohio, 
and Madison, Wis. 

In addition to increased over- 
all volume, the program proposes 
significant chanegs in the nation’s 
agricultural pattern. Some of the 
direct food consumption crops— 
such as dry beans and peas, soy- 
beans, peanuts, wheat, vegetables 
and potatoes—would get first 
claim on the use of crop land, 


Feed crops, particulariy lower- 
yielding types, would give way to 
food crops and higher-yielding 
feed crops. Because feed _ sup- 
plies are expected to be 18 per 
cent smaller per animal unit, the 
goals call for a reduction in some 
types of livestock production, par- 
ticularly hogs, chickens and tur- 
keys. 

The proposed reduction in some 
feed crops and livestock types 
would not show up in civilian 
meat supplies until late 1944. 


The goals would utilize 380,000,- 
000 acres of cropland, by far the 
largest ever used. Considerable 
land now idle, fallow or used for 
pasture would have to be culti- 
vated. Likewise, record amounts 
of fertilizer would be needed. 


The national goals for the vari- 
ous commodities have been appor- 
tioned among the states on the 
basis of their productive possibili- 
ties. The state goals will be di- 
vided among farmers. However, 
with the exception of certain types 
of tobacco, farmers will be free 
to abide by or ignore their goals. 
Only in the case of the specified 
types of tobacco will marketing 


quotas and penalties be invoked.

Another inmate pointed to the 
hospital patients who had been 
brought in wheelchairs to view the 
armored equipment. They had 
been wheeled down by hospital 
attendants and inmates, and were 
édged as close to the blunt khaki 
daubed equipment as they could 
get in the milling crowd. 

“They were so anxious to get 
down here they got to racing the 
chairs and just about turned tue 
damned things over,” the inmate 
told the warden. 

Another inmate, listening as a 
sergeant in charge of a mobile 
r unit explained its performance, 
showed the men behind the walls 
were aware of the latest innova- 
tions in warfare. 

When the sergeant hesitated at 
being asked the exact speed made 
by the car with four-wheel drive 
the inmate put in: 

“Forty-five miles per hour,” 
and on other questions that 
stumped the sergeant he was 
equally informed. 


Tech Team Drills. 


As part of the demonstration, 
Sanford had arranged for the 
Georgia Tech drill team to put on 
a show in the prison stadium. As 
'the boys in khaki marched and 
counter marched in maneuvers as 
intricate as a chorus of Radio City 
beauties, the ranks of men in light 
blue broke into applause again 
and again. There was freedom and 
casualness and enthuasism.

course. They had been in the 
rented house only three weeks 
when it was sold. Since a clause 
in the lease allowed them only 60 
days in which to move it was 
impossible for them to build the 
house of their dreams in such a 
short time. As a consequence they 
moved into a garage apartment 
arrangement on their property, 
the wing to which they have add- 
ed the new building. 


"Nyaanatts designed the house, 
which is late Georgian in 
style, and Willard has superin- 
tended the construction after of- 
fice hours and on Saturdays, the 
workmen being a crew used in 
his own  business—which isn’t 
building contracting. From the 
time they moved into the wing, 
Nannette studied the best avail- 
able books on architecture and 
design.

“Persistent rumors that Sinkwich would 
be released from service and would play 
football this season have been afloat al- 
most from the day he reported for active 
du Although it is well known that 
he had flat feet he was accepted, never- 
theless, after thorough physical examina- 
tion, for service wit e famed leather- 
necks who, it is equally well known, re- 
quires of its entrants exceptional evidence 
of physical stamina and ruggedness.

Dangerous Program 

The United States senate has pigeonholed 
the Fullbright resolution, which passed the 
house by overwhelming majority. That resolu- 
tion said the United States favored an inter- 
national organization, after the war, for the 
maintenance of world peace, and was prepared 
to play her part in such organization. It is a 
simple, straightforward, unobjectionable state- 
ment of policy which is fully approved by 
more than three-fourths of the people of this 
country. 

The senate, however, jealous of its right in 
treaty ratification, takes the position it will 
draft its own statement on postwar policy. 
Which means there will be, when such a draft 
reaches the floor of the senate, much debate 
- with publicized statements by the little group 
of blind isolationistic fanatics that will danger- 
ously imperil our relations with the other Allied 
nations. 

Remembering the tragedy of the past effort 
to prevent war, when the first World War was 
over, when the senate refused to approve 
United States membership in the League of 
Nations, our allies are already doubtful of the 
good faith of war-inspired American promises 
for future co-operation for the maintenance of 
world peace. 

Now, if the senate indulges in an orgy of 
debate during which narrow isolationist views 
are broadcast, it can but add to those world 
doubts as to our sincerity. 

There is but one gratifying feature of the 
situation. That is, even though pigeonholed, 
the Fullbright resolutions expressed the views 
not only of the lower house but of the people 
themselves. Therefore it may be expected to 
carry much weight with individual, politically 
conscious, senators. 


Soldiers’ Visiting Wives 

Wives of soldiers who cannot stifle the 
natural impulse to visit their husbands sta- 
tioned in Army camps throughout the nation 
have created a difficult problem for Army 
camp commanders, railways, bus lines, the 
Travelers’ Aid Society and welfare organiza- 
tions. But there is nothing that can be done 
except accept it as one of the vicissitudes of 
war, and do the best possible for each indi- 
vidual case. 

“When a soldier’s wife definitely decides to 
visit her husband there is no stopping her if 
she has the train or bus fare,” said a Travel- 
ers’ Aid Society exécutive. “They will travel 
across the entire country by train or bus, 
enduring severe hardships, lack of adequate 
food and sleep, often with one or more chil- 
dren, sometimes ill from exhaustion. Many 
times they arrive at their destination dead 
broke with no one to meet them or provide 
for their comfort. In some instances the sol- 
dier husband has been transferred while the 
wife was in transit, and there have been cases 
where the husband, having been granted a fur- 
lough, has gone home, passing his wife on her 
journey to the camp. Those are the real prob- 
lems. Fortunately we are able to meet them.” 

There are soldiers in the camps from all 
strata of social life, so the visiting wives grade 
from the very wealthy to the poor in this 
world’s goods. Those in the higher brackets 
of wealth cause no more trouble than helping 
to tax transportation facilities and occupying 
hotel or other living quarters, already over- 
taxed. They have had more experience in 
traveling and that experience and their ease 
as to expenses aids them through all difficul- 
ties. 

It is the inexperienced and those whose 
funds are limited who must endure the hard- 
ships. Apparently they are usually the ones 
who “must see their man” regardless of all 
difficulties that may be encountered. No re- 
sponsible authority will attempt to stop these 
visits, unless conditions become much worse 
than they are at present, but all agencies 
concerned with the safety and comfort of these 
wives—and their children—urge that no “spur 
of the moment” journeys be undertaken, ad- 
vising careful planning of travel route, excess 


funds over estimated expenses and “last min-* 


ute” exchange of telegrams to be sure the hus- 
band will be present at the camp on arrival. 


It may be a while before the Italian

Paper Racketeers 

The movement started by the Atlanta Better 
Business Bureau to put “racketeering publica- 
tions” out of business will have full indorse- 
ment of ’most everybody. Always vicious 
parasites upon business, these sharks become 
a far greater evil in time of war. There is a 
serious shortage of paper, and of manpower, 
and that both should be wasted upon such 
rackets is more than regrettable. It is com- 
pletely unpatriotic. 

The War Production Board, through H. M. 
Bitner, director of its printing and publishing 
division, refused a request made by H. G. 
Mitchell, head of the Atlanta bureau, that 
such publications be denied paper. Bitner’s 
ground was that such action could be construed 
as interference with the constitutional right 
of freedom of the press. Such an attitude is 
understandable, even though the argument, in 
view of the character of the publications con- 
cerned, is somewhat far-fetched. Carrying that 
same argument only a little further, it could 
be contended that denying paper to a counter- 
feiter or the publisher of pornography is simi- 
larly violating freedom of the press. 

However, the Atlanta bureau still has one 
course of action open. It can refer to the 
Department of Justice any instances of un- 
authorized use, or implied use, of Army or 
Navy indorsement, a form of camouflage which 
many of the racket publishers have used since 
the war began. : 

And, of course, the bureau may continue to 
warn businessmen, a course which in the long 
run is, probably, the most effective provided 
only that businessmen will contact the bureau 
whenever they are approached on behalf of a 
publication subject to suspicion.

Germans in Norway 
Authentic information about collapsing 
morale among German troops stationed in 
northern Norway was recently received in 
London. A Norwegian school teacher who had 
escaped his homeland and arrived in England 


to volunteer for military service, gave ‘the 


information. 

Suicides, desertions and insanity are now 
common occurences among German troops in 
Finnmark, northerly province, said this Nor- 
wegian. Many things contribute to this condi- 
tion, including the severity of the weather, 
poor food, hostile attitude of the Norwegians, 
long separation from their homes and families. 
Even mosquitoes, in the three months of sum- 
mer, help to make life miserable for the Ger- 
mans. 

Most would-be deserters, it is said, attempt 
to pass through the battle lines in Finland, 
which at places are but a few miles from the 
Norwegian border. The Russians scatter leaf- 
lets from planes and Germans wishing to sur- 
render are instructed to use these as passes 
when reaching the Russian lines. 

So many Austrians have deserted there are 
practically none there now. Most would-be 
deserters, however, are caught and either shot 
or placed in prison camps where they are 60 
brutally treated and scantily fed they die 
quickly. 

That is the picture of one corner of the 
“New Order” Europe which Nazidom has creat- 
ed. It is driving the Germans insane. It can 
only be changed when the basic insanity of 
Nazism is forever wiped out. 


Now that the Police Gazette has a clean 
bill of health from the Postmaster-General, 
we don’t know that we’re interested. 


Getting Careless 

For some reason not too well defined, pe- 
destrians are paying just about as much at- 
tention to stop-and-go lights as they do to 
the “northern lights.” Which is no atten- 
tion whatsoever. 

It is an everyda¥ occurrence to see groups 
scurry or saunter, as the mood strikes them, 
across a busy intersection while the red stop 
light tries to stare them down without effect. 

Many times a day brakes squeal in amaze- 
ment, drivers curse under their breaths or 
above them and pedestrians, with hurt looks, 
go their merry way. Why more do not come 
out with something hurt besides their looks 
is a testimonial to Atlanta and Georgia mo- 
torists. 

Not only is this condition true at inter- 
sections but safety zones, provided for those 
getting on and off street cars and buses, have 
spilled over, making it difficult for traffic to 
get through. 

In the rush hours when thousands are 
trying for street cars and buses and other 
thousands are trying to get home in auto- 
mobiles, it is true the safety zones won’t hold 
everyone. At that time, the battle toward 
home must remain a slow, risky task, until 
adequate zones are provided. 

But during the off hours there seems no 
reason for risk of life and limb through loit- 
ering in the middle of the street, stepping off 
a safety zone without looking either way, or 
bucking a red light, the latter being a specialty 
of military personnel.

18 and never got a one finished, not even in 
time for training. And we had iavented the 
caterpillar track. 

The armistice was only three months away 
when the first United States airplane went into 


Colonel Leonard P. Ayres, vice president of 
the Cleveland Trust Company, and the army’s 
chief of statistics in the first war, published a 
pamphlet in September, 1940, on this subject. 
He was urging not to have any slowups in this 
war.

General Pershing led the cry against the “rotten” raincoats of 


In July, 1917, congress appropriated $640,000,000 with which to 
build a fleet of planes. Another $884,340,758 was voted later on. 
In February, 1918, George Creel, of the Committee on Public 
Information, said: “The first American-built planes are now on the 
way to France.” This was almost a year after we got into the war. 

The impression was that we had been fighting at the front. 

Pershing sént an indignant cable saying there was not a single 
plane at the front and that such bombastic claims were harmful. 

By July, 1918, 67 planes had been sent to front-line bases but 
showed so many. faults they were returned. It also was announced 
that a substantial part of the first $640,000,000 had been wasted. 

One type trainer plane was rejected only after many fliers 
had been killed on the 1,200 planes built at a cost of $6,000,000. 
A fighter was condemned after it went into production and $6,- 
500,000 spent and several men killed. 

We at last got some planes at the front three months before the 
armistice and the total number to see action was 667.

Some newspaper editors, notably those of the New York World, 
ordinarily a supporter of the administration, saw in it a “tragedy.” 
The New York Tribune called it an “atrocity against the people.” 

Ships were unable to sail because they had not enough coal, 
but so great was the protest the order was recalled on January 29. 
The ship tieup had been broken, largely, in the interim. 

Cost of living went higher than it has gone in this war and 


In comparison this war has been managed in masterful fashion 
and it is well it was so managed. This war is ten times as great 
as the first one and its demands are more varied. We haven't done 
a perfect job and there is much yet to be done, but don’t let anyone 
tell you this isn’t our best war job in our history. 


Allowances 


For Familles 

With the draft of fathers into 
the armed forces becoming effec- 
tive this month, new interest has 

been centered 

on the amount 

of allowance 

which the wife 

of a service 

man may draw. 

At present 

the rate is a 

basic $50 per 

month, with 

$12 additional 

for the first 

child and $10 

additional for 

additional chil- 

dren. There is 

a proposal now 

before congress 

lo increase 

these amounts. 

And the CIO is demanding that 

the minimum allowance for a wife 

with two children be $120 a 
month. 

All of which constitutes a puz- 
zling and interesting problem. For 
the truth of the matter is that jus- 
tice cannot be done when the al- 
lowance is a rigid, set amount for 
all alike. 

The amount of ‘money required 
all depends upon the circum- 
stances of the individual case. 

But, if you are going to fit the 
allowance to the individual need, 
you would require an army of in- 
vestigators so huge there would be 
no one left to do war work and 
there could well be no profit in 
drafting men, at least, fathers, into 
the Army at all, If you drafted 
450,000 fathers, you'd need, under 
the individual allotment plan, at 
least 450,000 investigators to go 
around and poke their inquisitive 
noses into each family’s history. 


Circumstances 


Alter Cases 

Look at it all in'a logical and 
sane manner. Take a few exam- 
ples. 

Here is Mrs. C., with two chil- 
dren, whose husband has been 
drafted. Because of the children, 
she cannot take a job herself. She 
gets $72 a month. She is fortunate 
because they own their home, a 
neat little cottage, and the mort- 
gage has been all paid off. But 
there are state, county and city 
taxes which come to around $50 
a year. That chops off, say, $4 a 
month. 

Electricity takes another $4 and 
the monthly gas bill averages $3. 
Water bill is $1. That leaves her 
a net of $60 a month. 

There is a certain amount of 
laundry and cleaning work which 
takes another $5 out of the month- 
ly budget. She has to maintain a 
minimum standard of decency in 
her appearance and the children 
have to have shoes and clothes. 
With greatest possible care it 


takes, say $15 a month. for’ cloth-

ing and shoes for the three of 
them. That leaves $45 only. 

Minimum maintenance of the 
home, those little repairs which 
must be made quickly if they are 
not to grow into big-time break- 
downs, takes another two or three 
dollars a month. 

In the winter, seven months, 
coal for heating involves another 
50. 
: By now the monthly allowance 
is down to less than $40. And 
a lot of unavoidable expenses 
haven’t been touched. But, if you 
think that is enough try, just try, 
to buy enough food, enough milk 
and meat and vitamins for a wom- 
an and two growing babies for $8 
or $9 a week. It can’t be done. 

That is one type of case. 


Example 

On the other side of the picture 
there is the woman who has the 
good fortune of being able to go 
back to her own home for the du- 
ration. Her mother looks after 
her babies, so she can take a job, 
carrying a good salary. She has, 
too, income from some invest- 
ments and, altogether, is quite 
comfortably fixed, without any al- 
lowance at all. But she gets the 
same $72 a month that goes to her 
less fortunate sister. She adds $3 
to her allowance check and buys 
a $100 war bond each month, thus 
creating a substantial nest egg for 
later years. 

Those two cases receive the 
same allowance, but the need is 
so vastly different they can’t com- 
pare. 


Then, There 


Is the Cook 

Then there is the case of Sally, 
the family cook. She’s been get- 
ting $10 a week wages. She has 
a husband who never contributed 
anything to her family exchequer. 
She has five pickaninnies who are 
taken care of, as much as they 
will accept, by a neighbor. Her 
husband is drafted. She gets, a 
wife with five children, more than 
$100 a month. 


It is opulence, to her. She quits 
her job cooking and thus adds to 
the employment problem, for the 
woman who employed her now 
has to give up her war work to do 
her own cooking and look after 
her own house. While Sally lives 
better than she had ever dreamed, 
and does absolutely nothing. Why 
should she? 

It seems an impossible task to 
discover any workable ualizer. 

But, to practically double the 
allowance, as the CIO suggests, 
would only add to injustice, even 
though it might help the first case 
cited above. 

Whatever else it did, however, 
it woyld certainly add to the per- 
ils of inflation. 

And wouldn’t Aunt Sally strut 
then! With those five kids she’d 
probably get into the $200 a month 
class.

Wants may be roughly divided 
Into bodily appetites, aesthetic 
tastes, and the desire for knowl- 
edge. Then somewhere in the de- 
velopment of each one of us, there 
emerges a sense of “I ought,” ac 
companied by a desire to do what 
“I ought.” Any one, or all, of 
these desires may be very dull, 
but all of them are capable of de- 
velopment. I would define sin as 
a failure to do what “I ought to 
do.” The moral quality is not to 
be found in what one does, but in 
his failure to do what he ought to 
do. Sin is born when one wants 
something—no matter what it is— 
more than he wants to do what he 
believes he ought to do. Some. 
thing else is more attractive than 
his “I ought.” 

But sin in itself is never attrac- 
tive. It is the manner in which 
it is served which makes it appe- 
tizing. It is the dress in which it 
is disguised which makes it attrac- 
tive. If vice could be disrobed and 
each man could see its nature and 
consequences, no one would want 
it. Eve did not want to disobey. 
If she could have seen that it 
meant the loss of Eden, with its 
beauty, peace and happiness, she 
would never have eaten the for- 
bidden fruit.. Disobedience was 
disguised as food, beauty and 
knowledge. The serpent in this 
story was a good salesman. 

False Appeals. 

No man wants to do wrong. 
That which is wrong wins us by 
appealing to some desire which in 
itself is not wrong. Indeed, it is 
often a desire which in itself is 
good, but which artificially stimu- 
lated and disguised becomes 
stronger than one’s desire to do 
what he ought. Desires are con- 
flicting, and the only safe arbiter 
—the ultimate moral authority for 
each man is his sense of “I ought.” 
For him that is the divine voice. 

Gambling is a good example of 
what I mean. It makes its appeal 
in the form of a dare to the ad- 
venturous, and even to the coura- 
geous in man. 
that instinct out of which has been 
born pioneers, discoverers and he- 
roes. The justification of any risk 
or adventure must be found in the 
motive or the cause for which it is 
made. Certainly all risk and ad- 
venture is not wrong. To banish 
this human instinct from men

|roundings the manufacturer’s prod- 
|ucts are always pictured, and what

use them. 

The glass of intoxicating liquor 
is always placed in the hands of 
responsible and intellectual ap- 
pearing men, or poised in the 
| graceful fingers of beautiful wom- 
(en. Whisky is never pictured in 
low dives, where people with blur- 
‘red and bloated countenances re- 
|veal its deadly influence. It is 
only pictured where it appears to 
be “good for food, a delight to the 
eye, and to be desired to make one 
wise.”

Airplanes for All 
When War Is Over; 


Perhaps Helicopters.

'of several air- 

craft manufacturers. They an- 
nounce they are designing flivver 
planes for the ordinary man; low- 
priced, simple to operate, safe. 

Still, the plane can hardly take 
the place of the sedan in plying 
between home and office. It may 
be assumed that even the smallest 
plane will occupy more space than 
a car—and try to park a car any- 
where in the business district. Just 
try. Besides, no plane of the ordi- 
nary type can take off from the 
back yard of a city lot. So the 
family plane will be parked or 
garaged or hangared on some sub- 
urban landing field and used only 
for weekend trips. Hop down to 
St. Simons any Sunday morning, 
have a dip in the surf and get 
home for dinner. 

People complain now that if 
they can wangle a seat in a com- 
mercial plane it takes nearly as 
long to reach the airport as it does 
to make the trip in the air. 

Maybe the helicopter or the au- 
togiro is the answer. I think I 
read that Al Belle Isle plans a heli- 
copter taxi service between mid- 
town and the airport, which would 
be only the first step toward send- 
ing one to your home on a wet day 
to take your kids to school. But 
the machine will never become 
popular until it gets a shorter 
name. I'll bet the first syllable 
will stick. 


The Difference. 


Now we’re on the subject permit 
me to explain the difference be- 
tween the helicopter and the auto- 
giro. My research into this con- 
sisted of clipping a piece out of 
the Tifton Gazette. I don’t know 
how Editor Herring acquired the 
information but I'll quote him, 
anyway. 

“With the announcement that 
the bus lines and others are mak- 
ing applieations for postwar heli- 
copter and autogiro routes, a con- 
siderable portion of the public is 
using the two terms interchange- 
ably, but there is considerable dif- 
ference between an autogiro and a 
helicopter. Briefly, the autogiro 
has a free-wheeling rotor and a 
conventional propeller in front, 
while the helicopter has a power- 
ed rotor and a small vertical pro- 
peller facing sideways from the 
tail. That ought to be sufficient 
description to identify them. Their 
chief resemblance is the fact that 
both are supported in flight by a 


resembling an over-grown propel- 
ler, and neither requires fixed 
wings, such as ordinary airplanes 
have.” 

“But in the autogiro the motor 
does not drive the rotor while the 
craft is in flight, the rotation of 
the vanes being due solely to the 
rush of air past the blades, as the 
breeze turns the blades of a wind- 
mill. In some autogiros, the en- 
gine does serve to set the rotor 
blades to spinning just before the 
take-off but, once the craft is in 
the air, the rotor spins freely with 
no mechanical connection to the 
engine. The forward motion of 
the autogiro results from, the ac- 
tion of tke conventional vertical 
propeller at the nose of the craft. 

“The autogiro can hover under 
certain ideal conditions, namely 
when facing a steady breeze of 
about 15 miles per hour velocity. 
In the helicopter, the rotor is pow- 
er-driven both for the take-off and 
all through the flight. The ma- 
chine is made to fly forward, or 
sideways, or backward, by tilting 
the big horizontal rotor in the de- 
sired direction. The helicopter 
can hover under any reasonably 
stable atmospheric conditions, It 
has a small vertical propeller 
mounted on the tail. This propel- 
ler faces sideways and serves to 
overcome the tendency of the craft 
to turn in a horizontal plane due 
to the reaction to the thrust of the 
big propeller.”

Mr. Andrews has traveled all 
over the world. He has been 
both a field operator and a mu- 
seum man, both an explorer and 
an administrator. He has been a 
generalissimo of great expedi- 
tions in the grand manner. He 
has been—of necessity—a finan- 
cier and diplomat, a_ scientist 
and a social leader. He is a rec- 
ognized authority in the study of 
the whale. He has lived in Yoko- 
hama, Singapore, Tokyo, Port 
Said. Peking, and other storied 
cities of the east. He has known 
intimately many of the great 
men of his time. About all of 
this he writes in his book. 


“Under a Lucky Star” is, in a 
sense. the result of an injury.

“Andrews believes he was born 
under a lucky star. The reader 
will decide that he hitched his 
wagon to it and had the courage 
to hang on. It is an enviable life 
he has led; it makes wonderful- 
ly engrossing reading.” 


HE origin of book titles is al- 

ways an interesting subject. 

Books get their names in odd 
and unusual ways. The title of 
“Tenants of the Almighty” 
(Macmillan), Arthur Raper’s 
story of the government-insti- 
tuted farm program in Greene 
county, Georgia, for example, 
comes from these lines by Lou- 
isiana Dunn Thomas, Negro 
farm tenant mother of Greene 
county: 


“We are tenants of the Al- 
mighty 

Entrusted with a portion of 
His earth 

To dress and keep 

And pass on to the next gen- 
eration.” 


These lines, according to Mr. 
Raper’s book, are symbolic of 
the change in the county which 
once led the United States in the 
percentage of its people leaving 
the farms, and in which now the 
farmers are truly learning to 
dress and keep the land so it 
may be passed on to the next 
generation.

THE FREE FRENCH Movement 
In Its Heroic Life Struggle 


THE FIGHTING FRENCH. By 
Raoul Aglion. (Henry Holt & 
Co. $3.00). 


The recent official recognition 
of the French National Commit- 
tee by the United States, makes 
this book on Free France more 
interesting. The author, who 
has had long experience in in- 
ternational relations, is on the 
staff of the foreign office of the 
French National Committee. 

His access to special channels 
of information gives his book 
real authority as well as gen- 
uine drama. Besides telling the 
story of the Free French move- 
ment from the first sparks, 
when the men of Vichy were 
abjectly surrendering to the 
Nazis, this book tells the inside 
story of many incidents. It con- 
tains accounts of the amazing 
escapes of Frenchmen to join 
De Gaulle, the heroic under- 
ground press in France, the 
portraits of various personali- 
ties involved, and illuminating 
section on the African colonies, 
and particularly on North Af- 
rica. 

It is one of the war's great- 


est epics of struggle against de- 
feat—a struggle that has had 
the support and held the hopes 
of millions of Frenchmen 
throughout the world. 

“The Fighting French” in- 
cludes a brilliant chapter on the 
situation in North Africa, con- 
veying information not com- 
monly known and presenting 
an analysis of the reasons be- 
hind recent political events in 
that area, It also contains au- 
thoritative biographical sketches 
of De Gaulle himself, General 
Henri Giraud, and other figures 
who are now determining 
France’s fate. 

A number of basic docu- 
ments, little known in this coun- 
try, on which the Fighting 


French movement was founded, . 


are found in this volume which 
might be called a handbook of 
information about the French 
situation to date. 

It is well worth reading, both 
for the drama of the narrative, 
and the thorough background of 
understanding of the Free 
French movement which the 
reader acquires.

Based on the year-round ac- 
tivities of the city fire depart- 
ment, Atlanta was selected for 


its 1942 record as the honor city 
in the Inner Chamber of Fire 
Waste contest sponsored by the 
U. S. Chamber of Commerce, 
It won first place in Georgia 
in the fire prevention contest 
conducted by the National Fire 
Protection Association, and tied 
for third place in the national 
competition. 

Atlanta’s fire losses last year 
amounted to $290,872, $25,461 of 
which was on uninsured prop- 
erty. No fatalities or serious 
casualties were incurred. 

Here are some things that 
every family can do to elimi- 
nate fire hazards and reduce 
residential fire losses. The 
householder should make a 
room-by-room check, observing 
these points: 

1. Careful examination of the 
heating system. Check for 
chimney cracks, sooty or clog- 
ged chimneys or flues, stoves 
or hot pipes near exposed wood- 
work or other burnable mate- 
rial. 

2. Check all electric wiring 
for worn insulation. Check the 
fuse box and see that proper 
fuses are installed—and never 
hazardous pennies. See that 
lamp shades are a safe distance 
from light bulbs. 

3. Keep matches in a safe 
place in a metal container out 
of the reach of small! children. 

4. Clear out all rubbish from 
basement, attic and rooms. Use 
covered metal cans for ashes 
and rubbish. Use covered metal 
receptacles for oil rags to avoid 
danger of spontaneous ignition. 


5. See that no gasoline, ben- 
zine, naphtha or other volatile 
flammable liquids are brought 
into the home for any purpose. 

6. See that careful smoking 


habits 


are cultivated by all 


members of the family. 
7. See that rubbish is remov- 


ed regularly from 


the house. 


Burn house and yard trash in 
an incinerator as far away from 
buildings as possible.

Authentic information was 
placed in my hands the past week 
showing that the average church 
member in 
Georgia last 
year gave for 
religion and re- 
lated charities 
$14.70, or 1.8 
per cent of his 
$841 income. In 
1932, during the 
depression, that 
same average 
Georgia church 
member gave 
for the same 
causes $16.83, 
or 4.5 per cent 
of his $374 in- 
come. 

This year, re- 
newing his last-year rate, the aver- 
age Georgia churchman will give 
to these same causes $14.70, or 1.4 
per cent of his $1,090 income. But 
this year, should the average Geor- 
gia churchman renew his rate of 
giving in proportion to his in- 
crease in income, he would give. 
as compared with 1932, the sum 
of $49.05, or 4.5 per cent of his 
$1,090 income. 


In other words, if the average 
Georgia churchman in 1943 should 
give to religion and related chari- 
ties with his income of $1,090 as 
he did in 1932 when his income 
was $374, he would give $49.05, 
instead of $14.70. 

Kitchen Cabinet Meets.

When a church row split “The 
Church,” one section then called 
itself “The True Church,” until 
soon another row split “The True 
Church” and one section of the 
second split, taking the name “The 
Only True Church.” The climax 
of the folly is reached in the fact 
that, although they pray for each 
other, they won’t speak when they 
meet. 

In Georgia’s 57 varieties of reli- 
gion it is a fact that, no matter 
what particular doctrine or thesis 

y be accepted by one denomina- 
tion there is another denomination 
that will declare that doctrine 
wrong and devilish and insist that 
salvation can be found only in 
going in diametrically the opposite 
direction. A few glaring instances 
are herewith noted. 

Whereas it is generally accepted 
that Jesus Christ is divine and the 
only Saviour, many Georgians 
say to the contrary. Also, where 
it is generally accepted that Jesus 
Christ died for the salvation of the 
world, there are many Georgians 
who assert that Jesus Christ died 
only for a limited number who 
were selected for salvation before 
ever the world was founded, and 
that all others outside that select- 
ed number are doomed. 

Here’s one group that says it 
should dominate the state, swal- 
lowing up the state like a cat 
swallowing a canary, while on the 
other hand another group tears its 
shirt in avoiding all co-operation 
with the state in promoting right- 
eousness. Here are some religious 
Georgians who say “Be of my 
church, or you will be outside 
looking in when Jesus comes,” 
while another body of Georgia re- 
ligionists asserts that only those 
who are baptized their way will be 
able to pass muster on judgment 
day. 

Here are mentioned only a few 
instances of varying religious opin- 
ions in Georgia. I am only report- 
ing actual and indisputable facts. 
Serious-minded folk deploref/ the 
situation that breaks the heart of 
God and inspires demons t\ hi- 
larity. Let it be remembered that 
Georgia is only one of the 48 
states, and Georgia is not the 
worst offender by far. With our 
256 religious sects in the United 
States the religious theories of 
America present a sectarian crazy- 
quilt of confusion and weakness. 
But there’s a — day coming.

Building Need 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 2.—A pre- 
diction that 1943 output of fire- 
resistant lumber would triple last 
year’s production came today from 
J. F. Linthicum, president of the 
American Lumber & Treating 
Company. 

“Development of fire-resistant 
lumber as a war-time necessity to 
save steel, will have a tremendous 
affect upon postwar construction, 
both industrial and private,” Mr. 
Linthicum said. 

He based his estimate of in- 
creased production upon statistics 
compiled by R. K. Helphenstine 
Jr., of the United States Forest 
Service and the record of nine of 
his company’s plants which treat- 
ed more lumber with fire-retard- 
ant chemical salts in the first half 
of 1943 than the entire industry 
treated last year when 22,284,402 
board feet were processed. 

Helphenstine’s report showed 
that the nation’s 231 wood pre- 
serving plants treated 3,755,000,000 
board feet of wood with creosote, 
toxic chemical salts and fire-re- 
tardants last year, a figure 1.9 per 
cent below 1941 but nearly 20 
per cent above 1940, and reflect- 
ing the flattering curve in war 
construction.

Nazi Brutalities Haunt What 
Was Once Carefree Naples 


By HAL BOYLE. 
NAPLES, Oct, 1—(Delayed)— 
(A)—Italian guerrillas and Ameri- 
can dougboys in a thrilling battle 
of the rooftops over crowded 
Neopolitan streets, shot it out for 


+an hour with the last pocket of 


enemy resistance in Naples late to- 
day and captured 18 trapped Ger- 
mans and 15 Italian Fascists. 

The main Nazi forces had pulled 
out early in the morning after 
seven days of street rioting and 
clashes with armed Badoglio fol- 
lowers who rebelled against Ger- 
man attempts to draft 30,000 Ital- 
ian workers. 

“We thought the last enemy 
troops had gone when an English- 
speaking Italian came up to our 
command post and said he and 
friends had some Fascisti and 
Tedeschi—that’s their word for 
Germans—cornered in an old tem- 
ple,” said Private James H. Smart, 
of Los Angeles, Cal. 

“When we got there they 
opened up on us with rifles, ma- 
chineguns and carbines, potato- 
masher grenades—everything you 
could ask for.” 

“More than a man in his right 
mind would ask for,’ added Cor- 
poral Leonard Lingo, of Denver, 
Col., who fought with Smart in 
the group led by Captain Alexan- 
der P. Suer, of Philadelphia. 


Enemy Entrenched. 

The entrenched enemy flung all 
the fire power he could and for 
a time pinned down the attackers, 
who picked back at them from 
around street corners. The young 
Italian guerrillas, fighting with 
collars open and no helmets, 
looked like something out of the 
French revolution. 

They fired through holes in con- 
crete rails bordering the hospital 
Incurabili, where hundreds of 
wounded and unburied dead—vic- 
tims of the week-long street fight- 
ing and German executions—lay 
inside. Two hundred dead men, 
women and children—some dead 
for a week—lay alongside one of 
the walls of the hospital and on 
the other side were wailing sur- 
vivors and 600 wounded persons. 

These were just a fraction of 
the toll in the seven days of fight- 
ing and rioting against the Ger- 
mans in the dirty, rubbish-filled, 
unswept streets of bloody Naples. 

The sound of the fighting caused 
thousands of Neopolitans to rush 
into the streets. They were so 
intoxicated by the triumphant en- 
trance of the Allies into the city 
that they rushed, heedless of per- 
sonal danger, to watch the last of 
the hated enemy get a taste of his 
own lead medicine. 


Took to Roofs. 

“After we knocked them out 
of the temple they took to the 
roofs,” Smart said. ‘We kept right 
after them and finally cornered 
them and forced them to give up.” 

It then became a problem of 
protecting thé prisoners from the 
threatening crowd and the more 
fanatical members of the guerrilla 
bands, Smart added. 

The whole battle was fought 
without the American troops suf- 
fering a single casualty. 

“We were taught, back in our 
battle training school in North Af- 
rica, how to do this street fighting 
without sticking our necks out,” 
explained one infantryman. “It’s 
a science—just like playing base- 
ball.” 

After the firing died out, friend- 
ly Italians surged around our jeep 
and begged for food and water. 
An old man in the crowd pointed 
proudly at a group of dirty little 
Italian boys and said, “They killed 
Germans, too.” 

Pointing at one boy, who was 
no more than 12 years old, he pan- 
tomimed how the lad had slipped 
up behind a German soldier at 
night and stabbed him to death. 
The boy smiled and nodded and 
those in the crowd patted his 


head, 
“Prisoner Inside.” 

In the hospital courtyard an 
Italian jerked open a door and 
said, “Prisoner inside.” Grining, 
he pointed to the starey-eyed 
corpse of a German soldier, 

Open-ing the main door of the 
hospital, our group, which included 
George Biddle, a Philadelphia art- 
ist; Chris Cunningham, of the 
United Press; Charles Seawood, 
Acme photographer, and Sergeant 
Art Everett, former Bay City 
(Mich.) newspaperman, was as- 
sailed by the odor of ether and the 
stench of blood and the unwashed 
bodies of the living. Blood dried 
where it,caked on the floor or 
flesh—there was no water to wash 
it off. 

On one closed door frantic men 
and weeping women beat with 
bare knuckles. Attendants, who 
let them pass through a few at a 
time, admitted us into this store- 
house of the dead, where the 
bodies of those who had been 
killed in the street fighting or who 
had died of wounds in the hos- 
pital had lain awaiting identifica- 
tion. Those longest dead had been 
placed in plain wooden coffins on 
which other corpses were laid. 


In Line of Fire. 


Among the dead were nine Ger- 
man soldiers, one Italian colonel, 
two Italian soldiers and 33 Italian 
sailors. Most of the others were 
guerrillas slain by the Germans, 
or men, women and._e children 
caught in the line of fire in the 
streets or in their homes. 

An eight-year-old boy lay with 
a fYrosary gripped in his hand 
which almost covered the hole in 
his abdomen ripped open by a 
German bullet. Near by was an 
old man who was so thin you 
could circle his thigh with a finger 
and thumb. He apparently had 
died of starvation, 

As survivors identified the 
bodies they screamed in despair 
and those unseen behind the door 
waiting to get in took up their cry. 

“Street fighting broke out after 
the Germans ordered the citizens 
to give up their guns and told 30,- 
000 Italian men of the classes of 
1910 and 1925 to report for labor 
conscription September 24,” said 
our interpreter, Umberto Franco, 
an Italian glass manufacturer. 
“When only 150 men reported, the 
Germans shot down the next day 
17 carabinieri — state police — in 
cold blood. 

“The Germans said they would 
kill all people found with guns in 
their homes after that date. We 
do not keep guns, but many sol- 


diers turned their carbines over to | 
our young people or joined with | 
them in fighting the Germans who 
began killing at will.” 

t is almost impossible to re- 
main more than a few moments in 
this room of death. 


Burial Impossible. 


“We were unable to bury them 
because we have no carts to re- 
move the bodies,” said the director 
of the hospital, Professor Josef 
Marinelli. “Come, I will take you 
through the rest of the hospital. 
We have 1,500 patients — 600 of | 
them suffering from war wounds.” 

He opened the door to the first 
of three great halls of misery and 
pointed down the long room where 
a third of the patients had been 
stretched out on mattresses on the

with the pallor of death. 


When Marinelli explained that 
nothing could help, the daughter 
made a sound like a shot animal 
and began rubbing her mother’s 
hands, 

Wave of Sadness. 

One elderly woman with her 
left shoulder shot away silently 
motioned me to bend over. When 
I did she reached up and kissed 
me on the cheek. 

Occasionally some woman in 
the room would moan softly. Oth- 
ers would take it up and soon 
their sadness would wash down 
the long line of patients like a 
wave. 

Side by side on the floor lay 
two brothers, six and eight years

Candles at Shrine. 


Candles were lit in the shrine at 
one end of the room and serene- 
faced nuns moved about comfort- 
ing the ill and wounded or helping 
care for their families. All those 
in the largest room, Marinelli said, 
“were brought in today—wound- 
ed.” Some had lain in the street 
all night after being shot by the 
retreating Germans. 

We were the first persons wear- 
ing American uniforms that these 
sick and wounded had seen. They 
cheered, and tried to sit up in bed. 
They tried to grasp and kiss our 
hands. 

One man on the floor smiled 
and waved. You had to look close 
at the soiled blanket across his 
body to notice that both his legs 
had been blown away. “This morn- 
ing—” Franco whispered. 

Next to him an old man lay si- 
lently with his life ebbing out of 
a hole in his head. His daughter 
mopped up his blood, sobbing. 
There was no one in her world at 
that moment but her father. 

A middle-aged woman held up 
her small boy to “see” the “Ameri- 
cani.” There was a white cloth 
wrapped around his freshly blind- 
ed eyes. “From a German bullet— 
also this morning,” said Franco.

“We have been without much 
water for months,” said Madame 
Lucienne, who is a Frenchwoman. 
“There is none in the hospital. 
Many people have been drinking 
sewer water.” 

“The civil war,” she continued, | 
“started last Saturday while the 
Germans were burning and loot- 
ing the city of everything they 
could take. The people took up 
guns, knives and anything they 
could and fought the Germans and 
the Fascisti who still supported 
them. There have been hundreds 
and hundreds of persons wound- 
ed.” 

As we left the hospital we pass- 
ed several men and women with 
tear-streaked faces who were fol- 
lowing six men carrying a coffin 
in which lay the body of one they 
had rescued from anonymous 
burial.

Army Depot’s Colonel Johnson 
Buys Supplies on Large Scale

Procuring and supplying the 
needs, which are not few, of sol- 
diers in seven states in the Fourth 
Service Command and Louisiana 
is no small job—but that’s all ina 
day’s work for Colonel H. A. 
Johnson Jr., director of procure- 
ment of the Army Service Forces 
Depot at Conley. 

Colonel Johnson looks so far 
into the future regarding the 
needs of his inestimable number 
of proteges that he has ordered 
the supplies long before the need 
for them arises. Much time is 
spent and great precaution taken 
to assure that all materials are up 
to specification, for his staff of 
investigators have through a thor- 
ough research found the best 
place to buy the best products, 
whatever they be: from radio 
tubes and gasoline to candy and 
mayonnaise. 

Already the colonel has ordered 
the Christmas candies for posts, 


3,287,825 tons of coal, costing $16,- 
651,604.21, were purchased by the 
coal branch of the procurement 
division. 

And during the past three 
months 432,000 quarts of mayon- 
naise were ordered and delivered 
to the depot for this area. 

The largest purchase orders 
handled are for coal, with gasoline 
and fuel oils ranking close second; 
however, the largest products or- 
dered and assembled at the depot 
are the huge waterproof crates 
used to cover Army mechanized 
equipment while such is in ship-

Moscow Tells 
Of New Nazi 
Land Torpedo 


LONDON, Oct. 2.—(#)—The 


Germans are using a new anti- 
tank land torpedo that resembles 
a small tank about the size of a 
motorcycle sidecar and is operated 
by remote control, the Moscow 
radio said today in quoting a Tass 
dispatch. 


The broadcast recorded by the 
Soviet monitor in London said the 
torpedo carried about 150 pounds 
of explosive in its nose and had 
a reel of cable at the rear leading 
back to an operator who might 
be in a shelter up to 1,500 yards 
away. The operator guides the 
machine and sets off the explosive 
by electricity. 

The Russians have found that 
the best defense is to cut the 
cable, the broadcast said.

HOT TOT. Joel Kupperman, seven, 
is probably the nation’s youngest, 
smallest genius. He’s the mathe- 
matical expert of radio’s Quiz Kids. 
He can work in his head math 
problems that college professors 
need paper and adding machines 
for. He is also a normal kid who 
hasn’t the least idea he’s a genius. 

Joel’s mother, former school- 
teacher, first noticed that something 
funny was going on when Joel was 
five. He had been taught no arith- 
metic but she discovered him lying 
in bed, putting himself to sleep by 
inventing his own multiplication 
tables. When he was six he wrote a 
letter to the Quiz Kids program: “I 
want to be a Quiz Kid. I can add 
faster than the man at the store and 
get the right answer, too.’’ Joel has 
been getting the right answers on 
the air ever since. 


SURPRISE. Joel keeps astonishing 
the psychiatrists who keep coming 
around to examine him: outside of 
the mammoth intellect, he is in 
every way an average seven-year- 
old. He isn’t happy, for example, 
playing with children older than he. 
Smart teachers let him stay in the 
second grade but give him eighth- 
grade algebra to keep him occupied. 
When I saw him he was worried:

He goes to bed every night at 
6:30 except on Sundays when he 
does his Blue Network broadcast. 
That’s the high spot of his week.

The Quiz Kids get 20,000 letters 
a week.

Some of his most ardent fans 
are at San Quentin Penitentiary — 
they have permission to listen to the 
program. But show business is not 
the career for him. He wants to be 
a farmer. His reasons: ‘‘You always 
have enough to eat; you can feed 
the Army and Navy; you can pet 
the animals.”’

A War PRISONER SPEAKS... 


Out of the suffering of a German prison 
camp comes this message of hope ....

had ridden, locked up in a cattle car. 

Three days with no food or water, 
our wounds unattended, the moans of the 
wounded making sleep impossible. Then 
we reached the German prison camp — 
Stalag XVII A— place of the Living

14 feet high by seven feet wide, caged us. 
A 30-foot tower stood at every 40 yards. 
Topped with two machine guns, two 
searchlights, a telephone and soldiers, it 
mounted guard over us. 

The veteran prisoners looked at us. Our 

eyes were sunk deep, haggard, troubled. 
Our beards were three weeks old. Our 
grime-caked bodies showed through our 
ragged clothing. Our cheeks were hollow 
with hunger. 
' The veterans who looked at us were 
emaciated shadows. They were Poles — 
tens of thousands who had been interned 
for nine months. 


F' three days, we French prisoners 


Tuer had known torture and depriva- 
tion beyond belief. Yet their eyes held pity 
and compassion for us. They had starved 
for nine months. Yet they looked on us 
and saw fellow sufferers. In one great 
spontaneous gesture, they renounced their 
precious day’s food ration. They gave it 
to us so that we might eat and be com- 
forted. No treaty ever signed did so much 
for the mutual understanding of Poles and 
French. 

We struggled to live. Our camp was a 
miniature world. The machine guns and 
the barbed wire held together in that one 
place forty thousand citizens of every 
country in Europe. We were Poles. We 
were Russians. We were Jugoslavs. We 
were Belgians. We were English. We were 
French. Once we had been divided by our 
national boundaries and our language. But 
now 617 of us lived in a shed 165 feet 
long, 16% feet wide. 

Each of us was given part of a straw 
mattress 40 inches wide — three of us on 
two mattresses. We slept side by side. We 
suffered exactly the same brutalities. We 
ate the same revolting food. We burned 


with the same hate. Nothing could arise 
to divide us. There are hundreds of camps 
like ours where the Nazis have not 
bothered to segregate nationalities. Thou- 
sands of men of different countries, creeds 
and opinions came together. We met in 
adversity and when we met we smiled and 
spoke to one another. At first we could 
communicate only with gestures. But then 
a living international language sprang into 
being. 


Ix OUR union we found strength. The 
Germans, struggling to accomplish exactly 
the opposite, have finally succeeded in 
uniting all of Europe. In our union we 
created a democracy — the democracy of 
brotherhood — for ourselves. We were from 
all nations and we were doctors, clerks, 
peasants, teachers, laborers, artists. In 
each crowded hut, one man stood out as a 
leader. He may have been a Polish factory 
worker, but the important French business- 
man never hesitated in taking orders from 
him. 

We had our own courts, our library, our 
university. The Nazis didn’t know it, but 
each community elected 20 representatives 
to keep order. Morale in the camp went 
up, pessimistic rumors, defeatism, selfish- 
ness disappeared. Soon we had a kind of 
Underground Committee which gave or- 
ders and became a vital part of the 
tremendous and unbreakable moral resist- 
ance to the Germans. Stalag XVII A 
became a “‘country’’ — ademocracy within 
a tyranny. 


We. TRULY, were men of United Nations, 
and we ourselves had united them. Hunger, 
torture, fear — and hope — had brought 
us together, had turned the Hell of a prison 
camp into a breathing, working Democ- 
racy. 

We stand as evidence that the dream of 
humanity can come true. Out of suffering, 
we found anew the spirit of Democracy, 
the spirit of world brotherhood. When my 
comrades return from behind the barbed 
wire, they are determined that that spirit 
will live throughout the world.

duction Board decided to quit. She said she was tired of 
the discomforts and inconveniences of crowded Wash- 
ington; she thought the war was as good as won anyway, 
and even if it wasn’t she couldn’t see how she was important 
— pounding out letters about pins and needles and paper clips. 

You may think the quitting of a stenographer is a very 
small matter. It would be, if it didn’t represent a trend: 
women leaving war jobs; war workers taking extra time off; 
manufacturers asking to be released from war contracts to go 
back to their regular lines; people ignoring appeals, living as 
usual because they think the war is already won. 

That state of mind is a deadly menace. Mind you, I am 
not pessimistic about the outcome of the war. On the con- 
trary, I know that we shall win.it. But I want to see it won 
as quickly as possible. And, unless we get some facts straight 
very soon, and act accordingly, it is going to take far too 
long and far too many lives to win it. 


Many Little Things Bring Victory 


Tuat stenographer, for example, has a sweetheart in the 
Army, whom she plans to marry when he comes back. Her 
letters about pins and needles and paper clips helped make 
steel available for planes and guns and ships; and when he 
took part in the Tunisian and Sicilian campaigns, he was 
part of an Army whose casualties were much lower than 
anticipated because of our overwhelming superiority in planes 
and guns and ships. If she should quit, her man’s chances of 
coming back safely will be just that much the less. If she helps 
speed up production, his chances will be that much the 
greater — and the happy day that much sooner.

She didn’t quit, because she finally got her facts straight: 
but from all the signs, there are hundreds of thousands, per- 
haps millions, of other people in this country who still need to 
get the facts straight. I’d like to lay down some facts in plain 
business English, and leave the rest to you. 

We are winning victories. These recent victories were 
made possible by the work we did 
many months ago in turning out sup- | al 
plies. Our production schedules of those ae 
past months were part and parcel of the | 
plans for the campaigns just now success- 
fully carried out. Our production schedules 
right now are part and parcel of plans for 
campaigns yet to come. If we fail, we may 
be forced to launch those campaigns with- 
out the overwhelming superiority of equip- 
ment which we have had so far — and 
that failure would cost the lives of Ameri- 
can boys. In short, our past victories, far 
from absolving us from further responsibilities, actually in- 
crease our responsibilities to the men in the battle. 

A businessman asked me the other day, ‘“‘Haven’t we got 
backlog enough now so we can get along for a while?’’ We 
have large supplies of certain munitions, of course, but far 
from enough of others. In the first half of this year we accom- 
plished just 43 per cent of the job that was laid out for us to 
do in the whole year. Despite the fact that we have done 
somewhat better since then, we are still behind the schedule 
based on military plans for winning the war. . 

The big fact is that the deeper we get into this war, the 


- more victories we win, the higher are the demands on our 
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production and on our whole domestic economy. In Washing- 
ton we hear much, these days, about “offshore demand.”’ 
That means the demands for supplies that come pouring in 
from those far-flung places where our armed forces are operat- 
ing. And this “offshore demand”’ is growing like a snowball 
as they push ahead. It is a three-way demand: 1. The cam- 
paigns now under way consume enormous quantities of sup- 
plies. 2. At the same time they open the way for new and 
bigger campaigns which require even larger quantities of sup- 
plies. 3. The territory we occupy after these victories requires 
other huge quantities of supplies. 


It Can Be Done 


Wis all this need for continued increases in production, 

we have nevertheless reached such a high peak that we can 

accomplish them only by extraordinary efforts. We have made 

all the obvious gains. We can no longer look to the extra plant 

capacity, extra manpower, extra materials. There is no more 

slack to take up. From now on, we must squeeze the gains out. 

I have seen heartening evidences of how 

it can be done. Recently, for instance, we 

asked the steel industry — management 

and workers — for a sharply increased out- 

put. They had already stepped up pro- 

duction to meet goal after goal, until it 

was at arate equaling the highest estimates 

of what could be done with the full ca- 

pacity of the industry’s facilities. But on 

top of that, we asked them for two million 

tons more in the last six months of this 

year. And we are getting it. Those workers 

understand that more steel means more 

of almost everything that our troops need to crush the 

Axis in the shortest possible time, and they are devoting body 
and spirit to turning out even more than full capacity. 

That is the sort of effort it is going to take to get this war 
over quickly. But it will not be enough to make that effort 
in a few industries; it will not be enough, in fact, to make it 
only in war-production plants. The offshore demand is biting 
deeply into our whole domestic economy, into virtually all 
our resources. One who looks at the problem as a whole, as I 
must, realizes that we are approaching the edge of a very seri- 
ous situation. I won’t cite figures which will reveal our strong 
or weak points to the enemy; but if you could see some of the 
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requisition figures which cross this desk, you would not wonder 
that there are points of strain. 

What many people overlook is the interdependence of our 
industries and our resources. It is easy to recognize that the 
victories in North Africa and Sicily, for instance, put a great 
strain on our gas supply; it is not so easy to visualize the added 
strain in our manpower, transportation, coal, steel, food and 
virtually all our resources. But the vast added supplies which 
had to be sent to the occupied areas had over-all effects which, 
if shown on a chart, would surprise you. 


Coal Is as Vital as Guns 


Ons of the most severe strains was upon the coal supply, 
not only ours, but the world supply — or, at least, that part of 
it controlled by our side. In addition to the coal that had to be 
used up in the manufacture and transportation of supplies 
to be sent, coal itself had to be sent — and it must continue 
to be sent if our occupying forces and the civilian population 
are to be kept alive and well. This has created a situation so 
tight that our experts, with those of our allies, are surveying 
world supplies to see how the increasing demands can best be 
met on a worldwide basis. 

Every victory, big or small, has had similar repercussions 
on our resources. The victories to come will do it all over again. 

This is a serious situation. It could lead to dangerous 
consequences, unless we face facts and do something 
about them. 

What should we do? 

I have never been for any “hair-shirt’”’ programs. I have 
no patience with the theory that we ought to make people 
suffer, strain and sacrifice just to keep them reminded of 
the seriousness of war. It has always been my policy to 
request nothing more drastic than necessity demands. But 
right now, more than at any time before, if we are to get the 
increased production and supplies that we need to win this 
war, there is absolute need for wholehearted co-operation 
right across the board of our war economy, and for the all-out, 
individual effort and determination of every American. 

That means that in the war-production plants, we must 
have every available worker; and every worker must stay on 
the job. Each of us must understand that it is only by adding 
up little gains that we can make big gains. Each must do his 
work as if the whole war depended on him — as it does. 

It means that over the country as a whole, we must have 
a conservation program that will decrease the demands here 
at home so that we can meet the increasing offshore demands. 
The only way we can do that is to engage in conservation of 
every single thing that can be saved. If we don’t do it volun- 
tarily, it will have to be done by governmental coercion. 
Nobody in the government wants to take drastic steps; 
nobody outside the government wants them taken. I think 

we'll do the job voluntarily, once we understand the facts. 


Here’s How You Can Help 


Orruann, you might think it was unimportant whether or 
not you turned off your electric lights for an hour or two when 
you didn’t need them. But your bulbs require tungsten. Every 
time you install a new one, you are taking that much tungsten 
that could be used in radar equipment. In addition, saving 
electricity means saving coal, saving coal means saving trans- 
portation — and so it goes all along the line. 

We are at that stage in our interdependent economy when 
every saving here, there and everywhere contributes to getting 
the total job done. And just as there are no more big lump 
gains to be made in production, so are there no more big 
lump savings to be made in our resources. We must now 
depend on those extra gallons of fuel oil or gasoline which you 
could do without, those extra shovelfuls of coal, the space you 
occupy on that railroad trip which isn’t strictly necessary, the 
water you let drip down the drain, the gas you burn needlessly. 
Our estimates indicate that a 10-per-cent saving in the coal 
used for heating would add up to 20,000,000 tons a year; a 10- 
per-cent saving in electricity would save 4,000,000 tons of coal 
and more than 75,000,000 bulbs; a 10-per-cent saving in man- 
ufactured household gas would save 1,500,000 barrels of fuel 
oil. These are the tremendous trifles which add up to produc- 
tion capacity for the goods of war. 

You don’t have to remind a soldier that the war won’t be 
won until the enemy stops shooting at him. Here at home, with 
news of victories coming in, it is harder to maintain, and in- 
crease, the pitch of fighting spirit. But a champion doesn’t let 
up when his opponent gets groggy. That is the time he makes 
an extra effort to land the knockout blow. 

We shall win the war when we show the enemy — by over- 
whelming him with firepower, planes, tanks, guns, and all the 
tools of war — that we have the heart of champions.

Guarding Our Shores 


Ty don’t all get the opportunity 
to be heroes, of course, any more than 
other soldiers do. They go where orders 


' gend them, and do their duty. Patrolling 


our own blacked-out beaches night after 
night, in fair and foul weather, may not 
be very exciting; but it has to be done. 
Dogs by the thousand are doing it, and 
any saboteurs thinking of landing had 
better think twice about it. 

One night recently, by special per- 
mission, | walked guard with a Coast 
Guardsman and his dog on one of these 
beaches. Bobo, the dog, was a mag- 
nificent German shepherd, a veteran of 
a year’s service. In the darkness I could 
just see the outline of his body.

I leaned close and looked at Bobo. 
His ears were erect, his nose stuck out, 
his body was tense. He hadn’t made a 
sound — which might have tipped 
off the quarry — but had given the 
warning silently, and was ready for 
any action that might be forth- 
coming. 

Minutes later — which seemed like 
hours — I finally heard the faint plop 
of hooves and saw a shadowy figure 
looming up.

another Coast Guardsman, patrolling 
on horseback; but had it been an enemy,

Isolde, another Coast Guard German 
shepherd, demonstrated, some months 
ago, the length to which these war dogs 
will go in doing their duty as they have 
been trained to see it. Isolde’s handler 
fell dead while they were patrolling 
together. When he was discovered, 
Isolde was standing guard over his body. 
Fellow Coast Guardsmen tried to ap- 
proach, but Isolde would not let them 
get near. Soft words and stern com- 
mands were equally vain. It finally 
took a skillfully placed bullet to make 
her give up—a 
bullet that would 
put her out of com- 
mission without 
killing or maiming 
her. 


Still a Pet 


I saw her the 
other day. She 
came out of her 
kennel and sniffed 
me. I talked to her, 
patted her, exam- 
ined her bullet 
scars. And she was 
as gentle, as pleas- 
ant, as friendly as 
any pet you ever 
saw. “She's always 
that way when 
not on duty,”’ said 
an officer. “‘Most 
of them are.”’ 

I have heard some people wondering 
if these dogs, trained to be belligerent, 
will be ruined for peacetime life — 
whether it will be safe to have them 
around a home again. There, I think, 
you have the answer — at least for most 
cases. They’re being made into soldiers, 
as our boys are, but it’s just a duty to be 
fulfilled under orders and discipline. 
Their natures are still the same. Few of

them will be turned into killers or 
ruffians. If anything, they'll be all the 
better for the training and experience. 

Their whole routine is that of soldiers. 
First, at the induction center, an exami- 
nation, and forms to be filled out —- by 
their owners, of course — giving a com- 
plete picture of their habits, where they 
have been kept, what sort of life they 
have led. Those which pass get their 
serial numbers. (Instead of wearing it 
on a tag, they have it tattooed on their 
flank). Then comes a week or 10 days 
of induction: getting medicinal shots 
and getting acclimated. Basic training 
follows: about two weeks of learning 
to be obedient, to heel, to sit, to stay. 
During this time their aptitudes are 
studied, and at the end of the basic 
they get their assignments for advanced 
training: as sentries, as messengers, as 
casualty dogs (to locate wounded men 
and lead rescuers to them). 


Combat Training 


A: ONE of the Army’s K-9 Corps train- 
ing centers, I saw a batch of new 
recruits being walked patiently around 
and around, learning to obey elementary 
orders. A squad of sentry dogs fiercely 
attacking a man in a padded suit —a 
“‘teaser,’’ impersonating an enemy. Mes- 
senger dogs being trained to run through 
the hills so that, in action, they could 
carry messages to an advanced post, or 
back to the lines. Other messenger dogs 
were being trained to carry rolls of 
telephone wire. The wire unwinds as 
they run from one handler to the other 
— perhaps a half-mile to a mile away. 
In this way, direct communications can 
be established much more quickly than 
if a man had to crawl on his belly all 
that distance. And the dog is a poorer 
target. 

I saw dogs, too, which had been 
rejected after reaching the training cen- 
ter, just as some men are, even though 
they have passed the initial induction 
examinations. With the dogs, *‘lack of 
agaressiveness”’ is the usual reason. 
They just aren’t cut out to be sol- 
diers. They were waiting to be 
shipped home — all except Susie Q. 

Susie Q. was an Airedale, and her 
owner, having sent her into service, had 
broken up housekeeping and had no 
home to which she could return. So 
Susie had become the pet of the bar- 
racks. A young, red-haired second lieu- 
tenant, who was her particular affinity, 
was wondering where to get some ration 
coupons to buy Susie a can of sal- 
mon. It seemed 
rather superfluous, 
considering the 
Army chow the 
dogs were all get- 
ting -- a meat diet 
such as few dogs at 
home can get these 
days, even though 
it 1s horse meat. 
“But Susie adores 
salmon,”” said the 
heutenant. 

You see, even 
when dogs go to 
war, they still win 
the affection of 
men, and give their 
loyalty in return. 
When they finish 
training and go into 
action, they work 
and live almost ex- 
clusively with ore 
or two men. It creates real ties. I know 
of at least one hard-boiled soldier who 
wept when his dog was transferred away 
from him. 

The greatest difficulty in postwar re- 
adjustments, I suspect, isn’t going to be 
getting the dogs to be peaceful again; it 
will be getting them away from those 
soldiers, Coast Guardsmen and marines!

The pepper 
quota this quarter has been cut to 
40 per cent of the 1941 base period. 
It is a cut aimed to stretch present 
pepper holdings through 1945. After that? There 
is the domestic cayenne. Black and white pepper 
from the Dutch East Indies are the war casualties. 
Magic egg tricks are announced by scien- 
tists of Michigan State College. Whole eggs 
can be frozen in bar form, one egg divided 
from the other by thinly joined segments. 
Ten minutes defrosting — break off one egg, 
break off a dozen. Unused eggs are returned to 
the refrigerator to keep without spoilage. 


VICTORY 


FISH FARMS, to be managed on a cropping 
basis, are a new idea the government is encour- 
aging for inland farmers. Experiments show that 
a one-acre fish pond can produce more meat 
poundage than the same acre under cultivation. 
And fun — flipping fish from backyard puddle to 
frying pan. 

Cranberry, King Turkey’s consort, is off to 
the wars. The bouncing scarlet fruit of the 
bogs is a favorite with the armed forces. This 
year the government takes almost half the 
crop for the boys. But the harvest promises 
big enough, around 700,000 barrels — which 
leaves as many berries for civilians as in a 
short-crop year. 


MINCED FISH is the new lend-lease food made 
by grinding whole pilchards for packing in No. 10 
cans. Small gulf fish, once discarded, are now 
beheaded, eviscerated and processed in the same 
way. 

Liver is dehydrated and marketed as a brown 
powder to conserve shipping space. 

Carrot cocktail powder is an outgrowth of 
the tin shortage. Two tablespoons of this 
dehydrated mixture makes a quart of cocktail 
with the addition of water. 


HAVE YOU heard? The swankier restaurants 
in New York City are serving cereals in soup plates 
as luncheon entrées. Fruit toppings are added in 
fancy arrangements. A puffed grain cereal, for 
example, may cushion fresh peach halves stuffed 
with cream cheese.
